2. None of the available prior art documents discloses or suggests a projection device 
with a cube-shaped housing made up of six substantially identical interlocking panels, 
with an hinged, reflective top panel for deflecting the projection beam as specifies in 
the independent claims 1 and 15. 

The closest prior art appears to be represented by D1 , disclosing a projector (fig. 1 ) 
with a hinged deflecting mirror 40 which can be closed for transportation (column 4, 
lines 57-61). This document does not provide any suggestion towards a housing 
made up of identical modular panels. 

D4 discloses a storage box made up of identical modular panels (see fig. 4). 
However, D4 does not suggest to use such a storage box as a housing for an image 
projector. 

The other claims are dependent ones and define more detailed embodiments. 
Therefore, the conditions of Art. 33 PCT appear to be met.
